THE  ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEMBERSHIP  MEETING  OF  THE  NATIONAL  SCRIP  COLLECTORS

BECKLEY,  WEST  VA.  PRESIDENT  BILL  WILLIAMS  ASCERTAINED  THE  PRESENCE  OF  A  QUORUM 
FOR  THE  TRANSACTION  OF  BUSINESS. 

PRESIDENT  WILLIAMS  NOTED  THAT  THE  10TH  ANNIVERSARY  MEETING  HAD  THE  LARGEST 
NUMBER  EVER  IN  ATTENDANCE.  HE  NOTED  THAT  AT  LEAST  21  MEMBERS  HAD  REGISTERED  FROM 
WEST  VIRGINIA;  9  FROM  VIRGINIA;  6  FROM  TENNESSEE;  5  FROM  ILLINOIS;  5  FROM 
KENTUCKY;  AND  ONE  EACH  FROM  OHIO,  MARYLAND,  MISSOURI  AND  MASSACHUSETTS. 

SECRETARY  -  TREASURER  WALTER  CALDWELL  REPORTED  TO  THE  MEMBERSHIP  ON  THE 
CURRENT  STATUS  OF  THE  TREASURY  AND  THE  MEMBERSHIP  COUNT  (SEE  EXECUTIVE  COMM (TTEE 
MINUTES  ABOVE). 

PRESIDENT  V/ ILL  I  AMS  REPORTED  THAT  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  HAD  VOTED  TO  MAKE 
THE  ANNUAL  MEMBERSHIP  AWARD  THE  GORDON  DODRILL  AWARD  AND  TO  CONTINUE  THE  ANCIL 
DONOHOE  AWARD  FOR  THE  BEST  ARTICLE  IN  THE  CLUB  BULLETIN  EACH  YEAR. 

A  REPORT  WAS  PRESENTED  BY  THE  CATALOG  COMMITTEE  COMPOSED  OF  DON  EDKINS, 

C.  F.  COLLEY,  JERRY  SCHEAFER  AND  B I LL  Wl LL I  AMS .  IT  WAS  NOTED  THAT  THE  NEW  BOOK

More  than  200  people  attended  the  10th 
Anniversary  meeting,  including  96  numbers. 

,  .  ,  ,  ,,  sold  caps,  patches,  and  a  special  coated 

meeting  token,  all  with  the  NSCA  logo  on  them.  Seven  people  joined  as  a  result  of 
.publicity  about  the  meeting  and/or  attending  the  meeting. 


On  Saturday,  there  was  an  exhibit  with  a  computer  demonstration  by  Radio  Shack  on 
how  to  catalog  your  token  collection.  Another  featured  noted  West  Virginia  artist 
David  R.  Merrill,  who  is  represented  by  new  member  Randolph  Evans'  firm,  Limited 
Inks.  David  demonstrated  his  skill  by  doing  art  work  for  the  enjoyment  of  the 
people  in  attendance.  On  Friday  night  prior  to  the  special  auction,  members  were 
entertained  for  more  than  an  hour  by  Joe  McHugh ,  a  popular  folk  singer,  with  topical 
and  timely  songs  and  prose.  Ke  put  the  audience  in  such  a  good  mood  that  NSCA  realized 
$313.45  as  caimission  on  the  60  lots  which  we  auctioned.  The  highlight  of  the  auction 
was  the  bid  price  of  $230.00  for  the  five  piece  Sagamore  Coal  Co.  set  and  of  $100.00 
or  the  Southern  Collieries  3£  piece.  Altogether  we  had  consignments  frcm  14  mem¬ 
bers.  Of  the  42  members  who  registered  to  bid,  19  were  successful  in  winning  the 
60  lots. 


The  Edkins*  Catalog  now  is  in  very  short  supply.  The  Executive  Conmittee  has  been 
successful  in  obtaining  a  supply  of  Gordon  Dodrill's  "20,000  Coal  Ccnpany  Stores" 
and,_of  Terry  Tran  tow's  "Lumber  Company  Store  Tokens".  We  will  continue  to  offer  new 
members  a  membership  -  book  calcination  deal  at  $12.00  plus  $1.00  postage  for  the 
Catalog  (loose  leaf)  as  long  as  they  last  OR  the  Tran  tow  limber  book,  also 
at  $12.00  plus  $1.00  postage.  In  addition,  we  will  give  new  members  the  option  of 
taking  a  Dodrill  book  for  only  $10.00  plus  $1.00  postage. 

The  Executive  Ooimittee  decided  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  giving  a  free  book 
to  each  member  who  signed  five  new  members. 

The  Fred  Lange  Selection  Oarmittee  concluded  that  there  were  two  people  who  each 
have  made  equally  outstanding  contributions  to  NSCA  during  the  past  ten  years.  So, 
we  presented  the  Fred  Lange  Outstanding  Menfcer  Award  to  each,  Don  Edkins  and  Walter 
Caldwell.  We  were  able  to  keep  the  selection  a  secret,  so  both  Don  and  Walter  were 
quite  surprised  to  be  selected. 

Each  member  wrill  find  enclosed  with  this  bulletin,  a  gray  plastic  special  10th 
Anniversary  token  as  a  gift  of  NSCA.  This  was  given  to  each  visitor  who  attended 
the  Beckley  meeting.  Since  this  is  a  special  distribution,  it  probably  will  not 
be  repeated  for  future  meetings.  Normally  the  plastic  token  is  given  to  members 
who  attend  the  seni-annual  meetings  and  to  new  members  who  join  between  the  meetings. 

Members  who  attended  the  Bcckley  meeting  received  one  of  the  ceramic  coated  (six 
colors)  gold  plated  tokens  which  was  specially  designed  and  made  for  the  10th 
Anniversary  meeting.

It  noted  that  when  the  mine  closed  all  but  four  or  five  families  left  the 
town.  Now,  it  is  being  rebuilt  and  settled  by  people  purchasing  and 
repairing  the  old  run  down  homes. .

Do  drill  notes  that  the  Madrid  Supply  Conpany  was  the  company  store  for 
the  Albuquerque  &  Cerrillos  Coal  Conpany  and  that  the  mine  records  show 
that  it  operated  until  1953..  The  Keystone  Directory  of  1930  indicates 
that  the  mine  had  300  employees  with  a  daily  capacity  of  500  tons.  It 
notes  that  it  was  a  slope  mine  with  a  seam  thickness  of  36  to  48  inches.. 

Coal  scrip  for  this  operation  was  made  by  Oreo  and  several  NSCA  collectors 
have  indicated  that  they  have  exanples  in  their  collections.
